Elder  Marion  G.  Romney 
To  Speak  At  Devotional 


Speaking  for  the  Devotional 
Assembly  on  Tuesday  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  will  be  Elder 
Marion  G.  Romney,  a member  of 
the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles 
of  the  LDS  Church. 

ELDER  ROMNEY  graduated 
from  Ricks  Junior.  College,  at 
Rexburg,  Idaho,  where  his  father 
served  as  president,  attended 
Brigham  Young  University  in 
1925,  and  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Utah  with  a B.S. 
degree  in  1926  and  his  LL.B  de- 
gree in  1932. 

, He  practiced  law  in  Salt  Lake 
City  for  eleven  years,  during 
which  time  he  served  as  assist- 
ant county  attorney  assistant  dis- 
trict attorney  and  assistant  city 
attorney. 

HE  ALSO  served  a term  in  the 
State  Legislature  in  1935-36. 

Elder  Romney  has  been  one  of 
the  guiding  personalities  behind 
the  Church’s  Welfare  Plan  al- 
most since  the  beginning  of  the 
program  in  1936.  At  the  time  the 
plan  was  inaugurated  he  had  al- 
ready had  several  years  experi- 
ence with  a welfare  program  on  a 
stake  and  regional  basis.  In  June 
1941,  he  was  named  assistant 
managing  director  of  the  church- 
wide  program  and  held  this  posi- 
tion until  June  27,  1959,  when  he 
was  appointed  general  chairman. 

HE  IS  presently  advisor  to  the 
Welfare  Progranx 


Other  outstanding  church  posi- 
tions Elder  Romney  has  held  in- 
clude being  secretary  to 'the  mis- 
sion president  most  of  the  last 
two  years  of  his  proselyting  mis- 
sion for  the  church  in  Australia, 
1920-23;  Bishop  of  the  Salt  Lake 
33rd  Ward  in  1935,  President  of 
the  Bonneville  ^take  in  1938,  and 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  where  he  served  ten 
years  until  his  call  to  the  Apostle- 
ship  in  October,  1951. 


Arlington  Focal  Point 
For  Nation’s  Observance 


The  nationwide  celebration  of 
Veteran’s  Day  will  be  held  Wed- 
nesday with  focal  attention  at 
Arlington  National  Cemetery  in 
Virginia.  . 

THE  U.S.  on  November  11, 
1921,  buried  an  American  soldier 
whose  name  was  “known  but  to 
God”  at  the  Arlington  Cemetery. 

It  is  around  this  tomb  and  the 
Arlington  Memorial  Amphitheat- 
er that  Veterans  Day  Ceremonies 
have  since  centered.  Until  June  1, 
1954  Veterans  Day  was  called 
Armistice  Day  to  commemorate 
the  signing  of  a pact  which  halt- 
ed gunfire  on  the  western  front 
and  brought  World  War  I fight- 
ing to  an  end. 

THE  NEW  name  for  this  nat- 
ional holiday  was  conceived  by 
Rep.  Edwin  K.  Rees,  a farmer- 
lawyer  from  Emporia,  Kan.,  him- 
self a veteran. 

His  piece  of  legislation  was 
simple.  It  left  intact  the  langu- 
age of  a 1926  concurrent  resolu- 
tion which  called  for  the  observ-

Mexico  who  now  have  won  at 
least  a piece  of  the  title  in  all 
three  years  of  WAC  competition. 
Arizona  could  also  get  a share  in 
the  title  if  they  can  manage  Ari- 
zona State  at  Tucson  Nov.  28. 

The  Cougars  began  the  contest 
with  the  same  fire  and  determin- 
ation that  had  whipped  Utah 
State  the  week  before.  They  held 
the  scrambling  Utes  on  their  first 
series  of  downs,  and  then  taking 
the  ball  on  their  own  19i  yard 
line  moved  quickly  down  the  field 
moving  to  the  Ute  19  before  be- 
ing held.  An  attempted  field  goal 
failed  to  find  the  mark  and  the 
Utes  took  over  on  the  20, 
PERHAPS  ANGERED  at  the 
humiliation  suffered  on  the  first 
series  of  downs,  the  Redskin 
quarterback  Richard  Groth  hand- 
ed off  to  Ron  Coleman  on  the 
first  play.  Coleman  hit  the  cen- 
ter of  the  Cat  defensive  wall, 
bounced  around,  and  finally  squ- 
irted through,  sprinting  80  yards 
to  the  first  score.  The  extra  point 
was  booted  by  Roy  Jefferson. 

The  end  of  the  first  period  saw 
the  Cougars  with  the  ball  and 
trailing  7-0.  The  Cougars  picked 


up  two  quick  first  downs  before 
held  on  the  Ute  49.  Barry  Corch- 
noy  punted  end-over-end  51  yards 
from  scrimmage  to  Andy  Ireland 
who  couldn’t  find  the  handle  and, 
trying  to  recover,  kicked  the  ball 
into  the  end  zone  where  Doug 
Schow  recovered  for  six  points. 
Guy  Hale’s  kick  was  good  and 
the  score  was  knotted  at  7 all. 

THE  UTES  SCORED  twice 
that  period,  but  weren’t  able 
make  good  on  either  ex^ra  point 
try  and  left  the  field  leading  19-7 
at  the  half. 

The  Redskins  picked  up  right 
where  they  left  off  to  increase 
their  margin.  The  first  time  they 
took  the  ball  they  marched  38 
yards  in.  six  plays.  The  extra 
point  by  Jefferson  wa.s  good  and 
Utah  led  26-7. 

BYU  MOVED  upfield  to  the 
Ute  40,  but  again  were  stopped 
short.  Corchnoy  punted  to  the 
Ute  4 putting  them  deep  in  the 
hole.  Allen  Jacobs  hit  right  guard 
for  a 3-yard  advance.  Then  with 
second  and  seven  Kent  Oborn 
found  himself  in  the  Utah  back- 
field  in  a position  to  take  a later- 
al pass  intended  for  Jacobs.  He 
knocked  it  out  of  the  air  and 
finally  hobbled  it  into  end  zone 
where  the  Cougars  fell  on  it  for 
six  more  points.  The  attempted 
2-point  conversion  foiled  when 
Dennis  Palmer  was  dumped 
short  of  the  endline  after  catch- 
ing Virgil  Carter’s  pass. 

The  Utes  still  weren’t  finished 
— they  scored  again  from  the  one 
and  from  3J  in  the  third  period 
to  lead  40-13.  The  final  score 
came  with  eight  minutes  to  play 
in  the  final  period. 

THE  UTES  47  point  total  was 
the  most  any  Utah  team  has 


scored  against  BYU  since  the 
revival  of  football  on  the  Cou- 
gar campus  back  in  1922  when 
Utah  won  49-0. 

Twice  the  Utes  Irad  a chance 
to  break  that  record.  But  the  Cats 
had  humiliation  enough.  On  the 
Utes’  first  chance  they  forced  a 
fumble  with  Kent  Nance  recover, 
ing  on  the  one  and  forced  another 
fumble  as  the  Utes’  Pokey  Allen 
was  hit  as  he  handed  off  to  Ben 
Woodsen  and  the  Cougars’  Bob 
Ashdown  came  down  with  the 
handoff!

Two  cars,  one  from  BYU  and 
one  from  the  U,  preceeded  the 
bikes  and  helped  alleviate  traf- 
ficlight  problems  in  small  towns. 

Jan  Hyde  reset  the  record.  His 
previous  time  was  2 hours  and  45 
minutes.  Thirty  minutes  was 
hacked  off  the  old  time. 

Behind  Hyde  was  another  In- 
jun, Ward  Hindman  with  at  time 
of  2:18:49. 

CHASING  HINDMAN  were 
five  racers  from  the  Cougar  Den 
who  copped  third,  fourth,  fifth 
sixth,  and  seventh  places.  In 
order  the  men  were  Sherman 
Martin  (who  took  fourth  place 
last  year,)  and  only  two  seconds 


later  Barth  Bybee  pushed  across 
the  finish  line.  Kerry  Ellsworth 
grabbed  fifth  and  Art  Hatfield 
beat  a fellow  teammate  Dave 
Verterlein  in  a sprint  to  the  fin- 
ish. 

Only  a half  a second  divided 
Hatfield  from  Vetterlein  in  their 
last  minute  dash. 

IN  SCORING  Utah  edged  the 
Cats  by  one  point  11-12.  The  low- 
est total  determines  the  winner. 
The  scoring  is  kept  thusly:  only 
the  first  three  racers  from  each 
team  can  score  for  their  team 
and  they  are  given  the  number  of 
points  coinciding  with  the  place 
they  take  in  the  race. 

Utah  took  first,  second  and 
eighth  places  and  the  Y placed 
third,  fourth  and  fifth. 

One  factor  that  aided  Hyde  in 
shaving  the  old  time  clean  of  any 
status  was  the  fact  that  last  year 
the  wind  charged  down  from  Salt 
Lake  and  hindered  the  racers. 
Wind  is  the  chief  enemy  of  the 
pedaler  and  does  more  to  either 
help  or  hurt  than  any  other  wea- 
ther element.
